Iy the course of.an article on tha recent inne 
gacre of Chinese at Rock Springs in Wyom- 
ing the Shén-pao, the well known Chincae 


advises intending’ Chinese emigrante not to 
go to the United States, where they are ob- 
viously so unwelcome. Our Chinese con- 
temporary is of opinion that “Chinese 
- should. choosg a country ‘whore. land, is:ex~ 
tensive and men are few; where business 
abounds and mon are. rare, Natives and Chi- 
nose will then both "be few.” The Shén.pao 
adds that Sirawak anewera thia sententious 
deacriptionjand recommends the Chinese in 
the Unita % go there. Labour is 
acaree in Sarawak, and the natives. are not, 
numerous, Thia is sonsible advica so far as 
antending,,emigrants from China itsolf ara 
concerned, but itis not so practical whan 
applied to the Obinesa in America. In tho 
first place tho majority of the Chinose in the 
Great Republic are uot in a.position to adopt 
the suggeation. It isa far ery from Cali- 
fornia to Sarawak, and the passage thither 
would cost aconsiderable aum, especially for a 
labourer to find. Thon it would be difficult for 
any largenumber—supposing theexodusfroim 
the United States to bacn the scile suggested 
by the Shén-pao—to atoneo find employinent 
in Sarawak. Enigration thither should be 
graduil. Tho country is large, ite soil is 
fertile, the native population is sparse, and 
sbowa little inclination to work, and tho 
administration is just and impartial. Tho 
. Chinese ara already there in.- iderabla_ 
atrongth, bu! the entire population ia only 
sbout 300,000, and tho atate could find 
room foras many millions. British North 
Borneo, theprovines north of Brunei, which is 
ander British rule, alsa oifors great itduce- 
menteto theindustriousemigrant, The island 
of Boroso is 4 great unopened country, with 
wonderful reaources, abouti which ¢om-
